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SCHOOL REPORT 


GLENBURN SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Glenburn: 


I present herewith the annual school report for the thirty- 
six week period ending January 29, 1954. 

Only one new teacher, Sarah Drew of Bradford, joined 
the teaching staff this year. Her work in the grammar 
school has been very satisfactory, and the pupils seem to be 
making excellent progress. Your other teachers continue to 
give the same excellent service as in previous years. 

Enrollment in the elementary schools continues to in- 
crease making it more and more difficult to maintain an 
educational program with satisfactory standards. In the 
lower grades the pupil load makes it impossible to give the 
individual help that little beginners require if they are to re- 
ceive the sound basic preparation they need in order to be 
successful in the upper grades and in high school. If pro- 
vision were made for an extra classroom in the town hall 
or elsewhere, and if the necessary funds were made avail- 
_able, it would be possible to improve your school program 
very materially. However, the decision on a change of this 
kind very properly rests with the parents and with the tax- 
payers of Glenburn.

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SECONDARY EDUCATION 


The number attending high schools in other towns is four 
less than it was a year ago. There are eleven seniors gradu- 
ating this June, but as there are fifteen eighth graders who 
will be eligible to attend high school in the fall, it is evident 
that there is not likely to be any great change in the high 
school enrollment next year. It should be borne in mind 
that it is impossible to make accurate predictions on the 
exact number of students who will attend high school at 
some future date, and that a difference of only four stu- 
dents can change the tuition costs by more than $1,000. A 
sharp rise in tuition rates is expected this coming year.

The state subsidizes all maintenance expenses to the 
extent of 65% of the total amount expended. As mainten- 
ance includes practically everything except school building 
repairs, they have recommended that all maintenance ac- 
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counts be combined into one account, and for that reason 
they have been so listed in the school budget for next year. 


CONCLUSION 


I take this opportunity to express appreciation for the 
Support and cooperation which are so necessary to the suc- 
cess of a sound educational program. Your suggestions for 
improving the school program will be given most serious 
study by your school committee and by your superintendent.

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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


March 24, 1953

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Stat- 
utes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the Town 
of Glenburn have been audited for the fiscal year ended 
February 15, 1953. 


The examination was made by Auditors M. E. Libby and 
V. A. Cunningham, Sr., in accordance with generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards that pertain to municipal account- 
ing. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year, and included all procedures which were 
considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained with- 
in the scope of the examination, the financial transactions 
of the Town appear to have been appropriately handled, 
with such exception as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present 
the result of the financial operations of the Town for the 
period designated.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Glenburn 
February 16, 1952 to February 15, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Glen- 
burn has been completed for the municipal year ended Feb- 
ruary 15, 1953. The audit included an examination of the 
records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Col- 
lector, Treasurer and Town Clerk. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transac- 
tions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $188.99. However, over- 
drafts were noted in general government, protection, roads 
and bridges and tax abatement accounts (Exhibit D). Un- 
expended and overdraft balances are summarized as fol- 
lows: 


Unexpended Balances $906.85 
Overdrafts 717.86 
Net Unexpended Balances $188.99 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities and 
then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropria- 
tion. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year, revenues in- 
creased by $971.16 as compared with the previous year. Ex- 
penditures for the same period decreased by $4,833.24. The 
factors contributing to these differences were reviewed with 
no exceptions noted. Following is a summary of the differ- 
ences as compared with revenues and expenditures of the 
preceding year:

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$4,445.50 or an increase of $202.17. This increase was occa- 
sioned by the excess of available funds over expenditures of 
$188.99 and net adjustment of $13.18. 


GENERAL 


From the examination of the town clerk’s records it was 
ascertained that the transfer of excise tax monies to the 
snow removal account was authorized by a vote of the 
townspeople. Also authorized at a special town meeting was 
a loan of $3800.00 for repair of Pine Woods Hill Road. 

DEBT FUND 

The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance sheet 
as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding notes of the 
town which are to be retired from revenues of future years. 
The terms of the issues require principal payments as fol- 
lows:

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TRUST FUNDS 


The time deposits of the various trust funds were exam- 
ined and listed. Income and expenditures, in connection 
with these funds, were reviewed and so far as could be de- 
termined had been properly accounted for. It was ascer- 
tained that $180.00 was made available to the school depart- 
ment, which represented interest at 6% on the ministerial 
and school fund of $3,000.00 which has been absorbed by 
the town in prior years. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Revenues and expenditures were examined by methods and 
to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verification were 
utilized to determine the correctness of tax accounts. Trans- 
actions affecting the various funds held in trust by the town 
were reviewed. Insurance policies and bond coverage were 
examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at February 15, 1953, and the result of its oper- 
ations for the year then ended.
